of its track. Only about 200 
could get into the two c a rs 
that m a d e the trip. But 3,-

T rack s of the Mumbles 
railroad run along the west 
shore of Swansea Bay . It’s 
usually windy , so it was on­ 
ly natural that in the 1870s 
the proprietors hit on the 
idea of saiLtrains.

Space vvas devoted on this page ye.ster- 
day to many of the things said b y Repub li­ 
can State Chairman Charles Thone to which 
considerab le exception could b e taken.

Thone is on solid ground when he ad­ 
vances any such cause as this which can 
lead only to a more enlightened pub lic and 
a greater understanding of the ways in 
which our state laws are formulated. Thone 
seemed to 2 0 only ab out hallway toward a 
b roadened tax b ase b ut any step in this di­ 
rection would b e a vvelcome one. The Re­ 
pub lican party would find strong pockets of 
opposition to either a sales or income tax 
or a comb ination of b oth b ut the achieve­ 


ment of any such vhange would b e a dis­ 
tinct service to the state 
.V third area of agreement can b e found 
in the .state ihairm an’s recommendation 
tor a chance in the eomposilion ol the 
State Board ot 1’anions and Paroles to pro­ 
vide mcmb ersliip tor experts m criminol­ 
ogy. This idea has b een pushed m the past 
b y .\ttorney General (’larence S. Beek b ut, 
in a b roadened program, lost out in the last 
session ot the Legislature. 
The b ill defeated in 1959 wept further than 
a change m the memb ership of the b oard. 
It proposed to place‘the imposition of sen­ 
tences in the hands of the b oard. While this 
latter move is a very questionab le one. there 
IS no doub t that the memb ership ot the 
b oard could b e improved for the functions 
of pardon and parole work now done b y 
the b oard. The present b oard memb ership 
does not constitute sufficient experience and 
training to deal with the technical and psy­ 
chological aspects of advance release of con­ 
victed felons. 


Godspeed The Governor 


Governor R. G. Brooks ha.' called upiMi 
neighb oring governors to accompany him 
to the national capital. The purpo.Ne: To di.>- 
courage the administration m its declared 
intention 
to 
remove 
acreage 
limitation^ 
from wheat with a price .support b ased on 
an average of the open market. 
Win or lose—this is a noteworthy develop­ 
ment. 
It marks the end ol a long period ot com­ 
placency in the state house, a moment 
when Neb raska’s b iggest and most endur­ 
ing prob lem—the sick farm economy—can 
look forward to something b etter than to b e 
swept under the rug. In the past it has b een 
a dismal commentary that the physicians at 
the b edside were so little nitere.sled in heal­ 
ing the patient. Dr. Brooks’ medicine may 
not get to the patient, b ut there is going 
to b e a struggle at the b edside, and that is 


tiie harb inger of more active i . 
In terms of economic logic the governor 
huN the b est ol the argument going in, if 
tor no other reason than that he has the 
record and precedent ot the failure ol de­ 
clining supports and unlimited planting in 
corn. When the program was applied to the 
1959 crop the result was tailing prices and 
greater .surpluses than ever 
Only a de­ 
votee of chaos could applaud the result. 
There is this ab out a farm remedy. It 
will b e a long time, it evei\ coming it tlie 
statCN, UiemNclvi's, do not stir ab out with 
tioth resistance to lollies and lonslruclive 
ideas for a cure. 
It Gov. Brooks achieves no more than to 
b ring the prob lem more actively to tiie at­ 
tention of the agricultural states he will 
have performed an act ot important con­ 
structive service.
